A radical shift in the coach- 
ing staff of Elba High School 
is in prospect for the next year 
With the resignations announ- 
ced this week of Head Coach 
Chas. McCurley and Asst. 
Coach James D, Bowdoin, 

School Superintendent Ss. J. 
Casey said that successors have 
not yet been selected and that 
the organization of the coach- 
ing staff for next year is still 
to be decided. Coach W, C} 
“Bill” Travis will continue as 
a member of the staff. 

Coach McCurley will go to 
Pensacola, Fla., as assistant 
coach at a new high school. He 
has been here four years, com- 
ing here directly after graduat- 
ion from Auburn with a major 
in health and physical educat- 
ion and a minor in social stud- 
ies, He was a line coach during 
Elba High’s two undefeated 
years in football.

SAFETY CHECKS 
NEEDED FOR TV. 
SETS, AERIALS 


Auburn — Television sets 
now are a part of over 40 mil- 
lion U. S. homes. 

This rapid growth in num- 
ber, and the fact that many 
fires originate in television re- 
ceivers, points up the need for 
attention to TV safety. This is 
particularly applicable to the 
installation of the sets and 
their antenna systems, 

API Extension Engineer Wil- 


liam Cox pointed out that any. 


high metal structure is a like- 
ly target for lightning. He ex- 
plained that when a television 
antenna is mounted on a 
building, there are two possible 
paths to ground for a lightn- 
ing stroke, one down the lead- 
in wire to the television set, 
and the other down the sup- 
porting mast and through the 
building. That’s why a TV own- 
er should make sure a lightn- 
ing arrester is installed on the 
lead-in wire to drain off the 
charge before entering the 
building, and that the support - 
ing mast is suitable grounded, 
in order to lead the charge to 
the ground without its going 
through the building. 

Cox warned that television 
receivers contain high voltage 
and are too complex for ema- 
teur tinkering. Unskilled hand- 
ling can result in a severe or 
fatal shock. If a set needs fix- 
ing, a competent repairman 
should be called. 

The set should never be pla- 
ced on a radiator or other 
scuree of heat, nor should it 
be left turned on while unat- 
tended. Because of the iiher- 
ext hazard of eiectric shock, 
p-iticular care should be exer- 
cised in using a television re- 
ceiver outdoors Remembcr, 
toe says Cox, to keep ventilat- 
ing holes clean and op-n

TOPHEAVY EDGE

John Patterson swept to a 
top-heavy victory over

TEACHERS GET 
MILLION FROM 
LODGINGS TAX 


Alabama's three per cent 
State Lodgings tax charged by 
-hotels and motels etc. realized 
no less than $826, 001.65 during 
the first 36 months of its op- 
eration, State Publicity Direct- 
or Geoffrey Birt said this 
week, 


Birt pointed out this tax, au- 
thorized by the 1955 Legisla- 
ture, is “earmarked” exclusive- 
ly for teachers’ salaries. He 
said the increased tourist trade 
and rising industrial activity 
in the State is responsibie for 
this bonanza for teachers, and 
income from this source is 
continuing “at an approximate 
average rate of $48,000 per 
month.” 


Increases 

State records show that in 
the State fiscal year 1955-56, 
the first year of the tax, the 
State Revenue Depariment cvl- 
lected $248,935.53 from the 
Lodgings tax; in 1956-57 this 
rose to $286,669.74 and last 
year it realized $290,396.38. 

Last month, however, the 
Lodgings tax collection declin- 
ed to $46,451.56 compared to 
the $49,323.18 reported for Ap- 
ril 1957. However, this April's 
figures were still far ahead ot 
the $39,912.46 reportea for 
April 1956, 


Not Worried 

Birt said he ‘felt no undue 
worry” about the slight decline 
which he thought was probably 
“temporary” and mainly the 
result of cold weather experi- 
enced in Alabama and _ the 
South last March, when the 
money was being collected, and 
“the aftermath of the pro- 
longed ‘extreme cold weather 
of January and February 
which upset both large seg- 
ments of industry and serious- 
ly interfered with the tourist 
trade in this whole region.” 


More than 40 per cent of 
Alabama tourists originate 
from the Midwest. Birt pointed 
out that unemployment and 
general adverse economic con- 
ditions currently centered in 
certain big industrial Midwes- 
tern cities had been somewhat 
offset by much improving Mid- 
westtern farm incomes, and 
that the President and his e- 
conomic advisors were, in any 
event, optimistic that “things 
may now be on the upturn ev- 
erywhere.”

Optimistic Over Chances To Get 
Choctawhatchee - Pea River Survey

After testifying before the 
U. S. Senate and House Pub- 
lic Works Committees Thurs- 
day and Friday, May 15 and 16, 
J. Clyde Lewis is optomistic ov- 
er the pogsibility that Con- 
gress will approve $20,000 as 
part of an appropriation for a 
resurvey of the Choctawhat- 
chee and Pea Rivers. 

Although it will probably be 
a month before the Chocta- 
whatchee-Pea River Improve- 
ment Association learns the 
committees’ action, Lewis siat- 
ed that he was very much en- 
couraged over the prosperts 
after appearing before 
bodies. 

In making his arguments be- 
fore the two committees, Lew: 
stressed the River Basins “Ec 
onomic situation” and the 
ea’s heavy decrease in popu- 
lation. He stated that a de- 
crease from a quarter of a mil - 
lion in population to 196,009 in 
recent years was reveals 
the recent survey conducte 
the Association.
